Some of the Notable Features of 
Washington as They Impress 
a Stranger. 


A Glimpse at Some of Its Social Cus- 
toms, as Developed During a Two- 
Days’ Visit—Things Which Are 
Commonplace There, but Which 
Strike the New-Comer as Inter- 
esting. , *

piay of ignorance that you make on reaching 
Washington, consists in trying to see somebody, or 
to go somewhere, before 10 o'clock in the morning. 
It appears that there is a constitutional provision, 
hitherto overlooked in the wild West. which ren- 
ders such an affront almost reprehensibie, no matter 
what the circumstances, If, desiring to crowd a 
good deal of work into oneday, you ring a gentle- 
man's doorbell at 9 o'clock, you are very liable to 
get either crushed or paralyzed. You may see 
him, but you will probably wish youhadn’t. Your 
appetite will probably betray you into your next 
„bad break.“ Somewhere between one 1 and 2 
o'clock you will visit your hotel to get dinner. Well, 
as Snagsby says, “You don't get it.“ The waiter 
fails to bring you a bili of fare, so you spin off an 
order for soup, fish and meats, such as the emer- 
gency suggests. He interrupts you to gay, in 
effect, that you are of- way off; that this isn't din- 
ner, but simply lunch. He tells you you can have 
cold roast beef, chicken salad, cold boiled ham and 
water. Or, if you really must have something hot, he 
can get you some mustard and a cup of coffee. 
meanwhile the dude at the other side of the table 
gets a fit of choking. While trying to fill a seven 
hours’ vacuum with some shavings of chilled meats, 
ete., which you find difficultgin reconciling with a 
rate of $5 per day, you er by guarded ques- 
tioning that the dinner h from 6 to 8. 

This is the rule in all the better class of hotels in 
Washington, and it is one off the most notable dis- 
coveries that strangers make in visiting here. 
Those who can stay long enough to get “ac- 
climated,” as it were, rather like it, because they 
learn to adapt their work and habits to this cus- 
tom. With the transient guest, however, the sched- 
ule is not popular. The @xplanation of it all lies in 
the fact that Washingtowis almost absolutely with- 
out a commercial element She has few business 
men,“ except small tradesmen, and she has 
no manufacturing interests The people who 
make her social customs are nearly all 
in some manner connected with the departments of 
Government. The department work, excepting 
that part which is drudgery, does not 
get well under way 10 0 en in the morn- 
ing, hence there is 

NO NECESSITY FOR Amr RISING. 
Washington's noon is about 8 p. m., and Washing- 
ton’s midnight is about 8 a. m. The very liveliest 
hours of the night are between 10 and 12, when cabs 
and carriages by the hundreds throng the streets 
when the street cars are doing a brisk business 
and when what appears to be nearly halt the pop- 
ulace is out taking the evening air. The gas com- 
panies must do a business immensely larger, 
proportionally, than those of any other city in the 
country. 

Notwithstanding a few such peculiarities as these, 
the city is adelightful surprise to even those who 
have read much of it; and there is no room 
whatever to question the claim that it is 
the most beautiful city onthe continent. I learn 
that Boss Shepherd, the man under whose manage- 
ment the finest system of paved streets in all the 
world was built up, is coming back from Mexico in 
a short time, after several years of absence, and the 
people here are arranging to give him the grandest 
reception ever accorded an American civilian, as a 
testimonial of their appreciation of the work-he 
did for them. It will be in striking contrast with 
the condemnation and abuse with which he was 
assailed in all quarters about the time of his de- 
parture. This charge of sentiment is not due to 
any belief that he was innocent of the charges laid 


here, or to any belief that be really earned ali that 
he got out of the public work, but simply 
to a realizing sense on the part of 
the community that it has made more than he did 
out of the transaction. Afterall, why should the 
Washington people care, when it is their’ privilege 
to enjoy the improvements, while the taxpayers of 
the entire country foot the bill? 

Speaking in a conservative vein, it must be 
acknowledged that an exaggeration of the beauties 
of the streets would be hardly possible. When a 
bicyclist can mount his wheel, and without going 
twice over the same course, can ride one hundred 
miles on asphait pavement without as much jar- 
ring as he would experience on one block of 
granite, it is not strange that that form of recrea- 
tion should flourish, or that the residents should be 
proud of their thoroughfares. 

IT 18 A CURRENT BOAST 
that there is not a hatful of mud in Washington, 
and it does not sound at al extravagant after a 
trip through the city. There are probably 
more ““wheels”’ in use here than 
in any other American city, and 
the tricycle is very popular with the ladies, many 
of whom use these vehicles even in making their 
galis. One handsome double machine of this char- 
acter is often seen in the streets, the pedals being 
operated by a gentleman and his wife, while a baby 
occupies a snug little seat behind. The wheelmen 
range from boys of eight or nine years to grand- 
fathers of sixty, and a really exhilarating spectacle 
is presented each day by a fine looking oid gentle 
man who, in neat business suit and silk hat, dashes 
along Pennsylvania avenue, his white hair flying in 
the breeze and his face ina ruddy glow. The ordi-

WHOSE PICTURE WOULD BE ADMITTED 
to a St. Louis photographer's * 

The seats in Albaugh's large house were all 
occupied last night during a real bad presentation 
of the “Queen's Lace Handkerchféf,”and if the roof 
had fallen in, not a single pretty girl would have 
been hurt. A Washington citizen to whom I made 
some comment as to the prevailing dearth of facial 
charms in the opera audience, remarked: “This is 
not a fair test, bccauge these are all hired people. 
There are some real pretty women to be seen at 
our fashionable gatherings.” A query as to what 
constituted “hired people,” discovered the fact that 
when u man holds any position less than that of 
head of a departmental division, he and 
his family are assigned a position in 
the “hired” class of society, and they are not 
expected to be good looking. 

As to the “Treasury giris"—well, the correspond- 
ents who are responsible for the popular impression 
that the Treasury is an asylum for impecunious 
beauty must be great wags, Between half-past 8 
and a quarter past 9 o'clock yesterday morning I 
saw them flock to the number of a hundred or 
more into the Treasury building, and if a right 
handsome lady went in she did it when I was not 
looking. Most of them had lived quite a while 
before I saw them, and all of them were real neatly 
but plainly dressed, their air being that of jolly, 
good, sensible girls, who know the difference be- 
tween a half-dollar and a quarter. Ido not claim 
the first discovery of these phenomena, because 
Nick Bell, Senator Naylor and R. M. Yost ali assure 
me that whenever they look at a Wash- 
ington girl they feel homesick, and 
sigh for an hour on Fourth street 
St. Louis. The sex has a larger range of rights 
here, however, and is better protected in them, 
than in any other city in the country. Ladies are 
paid the same as men, and a male escort is not at 
all essential to their going where they please when 
they please. They attend night entertainments 
without “company,” and it is gratifying to note 
that they can go through the business part of the 
city at 9 or 100'clock at night without provoking 
comment or being shown the slightest disrespect. 
In this particular Washington puts our Western 
cities to shame. 

The fact that the Capitol building 


PRESENTS ITS REAR ASPECT 
to the city proper, and to the beautiful and famous 
Pennyslvania avenue, is one which strikes the visitor 
as very curious. It is notable as the St. Louis Ex- 
position building would be if it had been made to 
face on St. Charles street, instead of Olive, or as 
the Four Courts would be if it faced on Spruce street 
instead of Clark avenue. Everybody here is fa- 
miliar with the explanation, because it is asked for 
so often. At the time the Capitol was begun, its 
site was on the western border of the city, and it 
was made to face east because all the houses were 
on that side, and it was not expected the growth 
would be westward. When this was done, the 
property owners in the old district put stiff prices 
on their lots and buildings, because they believed, 
that they had the city “hived.” In this they exer- 
cised wretched judgment, for there was a sudden 
and formidable movement westward on the part of 
new comers, and the mile of flat country lying be- 
tween the rear of the Capitol grounds and the 
White House was rapidly built up with a far better 
class of buildings than old Washington contained. 
This region had at one time been 
marshy, and there was an easy slope 
upward toward the Capitol at one end and 
toward the White House at the other. It was easily 
drained, andan avenue was laid out and paved 
which is the admiration of the world, It is more 
than twice as wide as Broadway in St. Loyis, is 
paved with asphalt, and has not an irregularity of 
surface from one end to the other. That settled 
the future of Washington, and now the grand east 
front of the Capitol Building overlooks a large ex- 
panse of old, unhandsome frame houses, while 


from its rear windows a view is presented well cal- 


culated to make an American feel proud. The 
Capitol grounds, which have a length of about five 
ordinary blocks, with a breadih of about four, are 
worthy of more praise than they ordinarily receive 
in descriptive accounts, and they go far in their 
effect on the appearance of the 
building to make up for the absence 
of the splendid architectural adornment 
which marks the east front. A beautiful and elab- 
orate coping of stone and granite, laid 
IN CURVES AND LONG SWEEPS, 

and relieved at intervals by arches and drinking 
fountains, incloses the grounds and adds much to 
the landscape. Inshort, not being able to turn the 
massive structure around, the Government has 
done all that could well be done to hide the fact 
that it is “wrong end to.” 

The fine residence district lies north and west of 
the White House grounds, and comprises the entire 
northwest quarter of the eity. The styles of dweil 
ings, while marked by variety, are all modern, and 
stock brick predominates in building material The 
Blaine residence, photographs of which were circu- 
lated throughout the country during the campaign, 
is a fair representative of the better 
class of dwellings, but is by no 
means the finest. Probably the most costly dwell- 
ing in thecity is that which Ben Butler erected 
just north of the Capitol. It is an immense edifice 
of handsome; rough-dressed stone, three stories in 
height, and capable of accenmodating a small 
regiment. Butler leased itto the Government a 
couple of years ago, to be used temporarily for de- 
partmental purposes, the rental paid him being $500 
per month. A few days ago the Government de- 
termined to dispense with its use, and tendered its 
owner the key, but he declined to receive it on the 
ground that the time for which it was leased had 
not yet expired. The courts will probably have to 
interfere to make Ben accept that key, as $500 per 
month is more than the house will ever yield him 
again, in all probability. If it were located 
in the fashionable quarter it would probably find 
easy sale or rental All rents are exceedingly high 
here, and a $1,500 salary in St. Louis is equal 
to a $2,000 salary in Washington. Seldom is a resi- 
dence, however humbie or unpretending, seen on 
the building line ot the street, the rule being to 
leave from fifteen to thirty feet of space between 
the house and the sidewalk. As the sidewalks are 
usually between fifteen and thirty feet wide, and as 
they are almost invariably bordered by huge, thick- 


die 


spider-web plan necessitates wedges and irregular 
lots without end, but Washington utilizes the 


.wedges for grass plats, and the irregularity of the 


lots only conduces to novelty in the designs of the 
houses Off the small circular park on which 
Blaine’s house is located ten streets radiate, and 
there are a dozen other such centers in the city. 
Washington does not appear to be rich in either 
churches or saloons, and those which she possesses 
are not troubled with too much patronage. Of beer 
saloons, such as abound in St. Louis, there are 
none, and the thirsty visitor, when he calls for beer, 
is either served with Milwaukee draught or St. Louis 
bottled beverage. This is explained by the fact 
that the population is strictly American in charac 
ter, the; foreign element having very little rep- 
resentation here. Whisky and wine constitute the 
larger part of saloon sales, and I am imformed 
that more drinking is done at private houses than at 
saloons, The Sunday law is strictly observed, and 
the city is strangely quiet on the Sabbath. : 


HATED THEFT. 


The Extensive Embezzlement of Amos W. 
Day, a Banker's Clerk. 
By Telegranh to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Lonk, May 27.—Amos N. Day of No. 430 
Plain street, Newark, the trusted counter clerk for 
Martin and Runyon, of No. 100 Broadway, is a de- 
faulter, and the total amount of his embezzlement 
is placed at from $40,000 to $50,000. He said last 
evening at his residence, that he resigned his clerk- 
sbip on March 1 last, and that he and the members 
of the firm are good friends, and are on the best of 
terms. He added that he severed his connection 
with Martin & Runyon for reasons best known to 
them, and he declined to say any more on the sub- 
ject. Heisa tall and powerfully built man, 55 
years old, a strict church member, seldom ab- 
sent from his home with his family, and has been 
noted for his bitter denunciation of clerks and 
others in places of trust who have 
been defaulters. It is believed that 
he lost the money in Wall street 


speculations, and his embezzlements extend over a 
period of three or four years. There were no sus- 
picions in the minds of the firm that he was not 
strictly honest until the early of February 
last, when Mr. Runyon, the junior member of the 
firm, accidentally discovered his transactions, and 
notified Mr. A. S. F. Martin, the senior member, to 
whom Day 
ADMITTED THAT HE WAS GUILTY. 

Mr. Martin, who is president of the Newark Board 
of Trade, wasa member of the New Jersey As- 
sembly last winter from Newark, and it was during 
his attendance at the session of the Legislature 
that defalcation vas discovered. He 
lives in magnificent style at No. 
Broad street, Newark, and is a 
man in society. Mr. Martin said last eveni 
he was never so much deceived in a man in 
as he was in Day, who had served as a boy with 
him and Mr. Runyon in a broker's office in this 
city. He was looked upon as a man who hated 
theft. It is pretty cool for Day to claim that he 
resigned on March 1.“ Mr. Enos Runyon said to 
your correspondent at his residence, No, 240 Fulton 
street, Newark, last evening; “for the fact is that 
in February we told him that he was not needed. 
Something happened while Mr. Martin was in the 
Legisiature which I did not like, and I quietly be- 
gan ap investigauon which developed the fact that 
our trusted clerk had been embezzling for years. 
He was our counter clerk, and charge of 
our special department,and it was easy for him, 
when nobody suspected him, to take money. Mr. 
Martin and myseif had the confidence in 
him, for we all clerking in boyhood, over 
twenty years ago, in the same office at No. 40 Wall 
street. The first firm was Warner & Read, who 
became Warner, Ward & Lothrop, and. they were 
succeeded by Lothrop & Mott. Subsequently the 
firin was Win, B. Mott & Co., and then Mr. in 
and myself took the business. Day remained with 
us, and when a defalcation by a trusted clerk or 
banker was made public, 

HE DENOUNCED THEM IN UNMEASURED TERMS. 
He did not deal in puts and calls, as has been 
reported on the street He 
simpy embezzled cash us. Mr, 
Martin came to New York from Trenton when I 
uacovered Day, and be took the latter into his par - 
lor one night and Mr. Day admitted that he had 
been false to his trust. We ascertained that he had 
no money, and we suppose he lost it ail in Wail 
street speculations. He was not arrested, because 
we did not care at that time to make the defalca- 
tion public. On his promise to let us know his 
whervabouts when we wanted him, he was to go. 
He weut to Chicago, and we knew where he was 
every day. It is not true that he cannot be arrested 
under the New Jersey laws, for we can get a war- 
raut for him in New York, and then procurea 
requisition, if we decide to prosecute him for em- 
bezzlement. He is tne last man in the worid we 
would have suspected of wrong-doing, for during 
the many years we worked together in the same 
office we found him faithful, honest and attentive 
to his duties. He will be arrested when the proper 
time arrives.”

igration from receiving insane immigrants. When 
Augenschlager went on board the steamer at 
Hamburg, he succeeded in smuggling his favorite 
“dachshund, Blucher,“ into the ship. He had 
heard that there were foxes in the State of Wiscon- 
sin, where he was going, and he wanted his dachs- 
hund to go into the foxes holes and pull them out. 
The body of the dachshund was fully two anda 
half feet long, but the length of his hind limbs was 
not more than six inches. His body was a mixture 
of black and tan, and his forepaws stood out at 
right angles with his body. Everything went well 
with Augenschlager and his dachshund“ until one 
day the burlesque on the canine specie escaped from 
the steerage and was soon after found by the cook 
in the galiey, helping himself to a huge piece of 
meat. Augenschiager missed the dog just in time 
to run up on deck aud see the cook drag Blucher 
by his tail to the ship's side and hurl him into tna 
middle of the Atlantic Ocean.

Augeuschlager threw up 
his hands, exclaimed, “Meen lieber Gott, it is 
Blucher's ghost,“ and then swooned. He was cared 
for by a fellow passenger, as was also the dach- 
chant. which had manifested no suspicion at all 
on meeting his master under such strange 
circumstances.

Some Reminiscences of His Life and 
Practices in the White House, 
From the Chicago News. 
I asked an old friend of Jackson to-day how 
the General used to conduct affairs at the White 
House when he was President, She said:

The last repost of the Illinois State Board of Ag- 
riculture on wheat prospects is far from encourag- 
ing, and even makes out a worse showing than their 
April report. It, however, estimates that 6,850,202 
bu old wheat is still in farmers’ hands, against 3,- 
208,358 bu for same time in 1884, and as 523,507 bu in 
excess of the average of previous years, The 
amount of old corn in first hands is said to be 6.888, - 
894 bu less than the average supply on hand 
at corresponding dates inthe past six years. 
be imports of wheat and flour into the United 
Kingdom for the past week were equal to 2,931,250 
bushels of wheat, against 3,661,250 bushels for the 
preceding week and 1,413,750 bushels for corre 
sponding week last year, Last week’s imports were 
less than the consumptive uirements of the 
United Kingdom by over 1,100, bushels. The 
farmers’ deliveries for the week are not known.——

monopolize the manufacture of illuminating gas in 
every large city throughout the land, and is in 
reality the Standard Oil Company olad in one of its 
protean disguises, Wherever it get#@a foothold it 
strangles competition and does not reduce the price 
of gas.

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PHILADELPHIA'S CABLE ROAD. 


The Experiments Successful and the Cay 

Ready to Move. 

Fkiladeipùhia Telegram. 

It is expected tuat the cars on Market street wij 
be pulled by cable instead of by horses before Jung 
1. Trial trips have been made several times with 
a week, and the officiais of the Traction Company 
are said to be very much pleased witu the results. 
They have had a discouraging time of it. The syn 
dicate controls the lines oa Market, Chestnut, and 
Walnut, Filbert and Sanson streets, ani 
on Seventh and Ninth, Seventeentn an 

Nineteenth, and Eighteenth and Twenties 
streets, and on Columbia avenue. Two 


summers ago they put down an experimental live 
from Twenty-third street and Columbia avenue to 
the East Park, a distance of about a mile, and it 
worked beautifully. Then they began to branch 
out. They tore up Columbia avenue down to 
Seventh street, and laid their conduits or pipes. 
Last winter they undertook to start the thing up. 
It was a grand fizzle. The cars would run a few 
rods and stop. ‘Tne slots in the long conduits began 
to close. The rails began to press in toward each 
other, and without warning the axies of the car 
wheels would snap, aud down would go the ear. 
Something was radically wrong. Cold weather 
aud the paving stones had pressed the sides of the 
conduits together. The braces from the conduits 
to the rails bad contracted and putied the rails 
nearer. A grand mistake had been made, and 
thousands upon thousands of dollars wasted, The 
conduit isa long iron pipe shaped something like 
an inverted V. Tue sides are rounded, and a St 
runs along the top. Au iron flange extends through 
the hottom of the car and fits imio the slot. It car. 
ries a grip, which is attacued to the endless cable 
running in the conduit by means of a brake. Tie 
trouble was with the braces, and men are at work 
in Columbia avenue now tearing out the oid vraces 
aud replacing them with new. This work may tale 
all summer, and it wili be some months yet before 
the cable cars are running on Columbia avenue. 
Meanwhile work has beun sfeadiiy progressing in 
Market street, and a double line bas been laid frow 
the Delaware River to Fortieth street in West 
Philadeiphia, a distance of between three and four 
miles. Lhe Schuylkill is crossed on a temporary 
bridge. A few days ago the cable was puiied 
through the conduits, and the experiments uo vv 
ing Conducted are said to be highly satisfactory. 
An immense depot has been erected at Twentici) 
Street, which contains the machinery necessary [or 
working the cable. From Twentieth street w 
Fortieth the line is in working order and ready for 
use, and by June 1 the officials think that cars wii 
be running the entire length. 

This is the nearest approach to rapid transit that 
Philadelphia is likeiy to have for some time. The 
cabie Will puli cars at the rate of about seven mies 
an bour, but the great point in its favor seems w 
be that in busy uours two or three or even more 
cars Cun be coupled together and dragged aion - by 
the cable. The plant bas cost an extravagant sun. 
if the scheme succeeds, the system will be intro 
duced into other streets. Lf it fails, somevody is 
going to lose heavily.

How Commander McCalla_ Protected 
Panama Against the Insurgents. 
ESS? PRRs 

Prompt and Active Measures, With 
Healthy Results—The Arrest of: 
Aizpuru and His Cabinet—A Wealthy 
Amateur Correspondent of a New 
York Paper—Capt. Leathers and the 
Mississippi, ä 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Disvatch, 
WasHinctow, May 25.—Nearly all of the paval 
officers who were sent to the isthmus are back in 
Washington. They all regret that the campaign 
was such a short one, It is the first little*brush of 
excitement that the navy has had since the Vir- 
ginius matter. One of the officers in speaking of 
the situation upon the isthmus, said: It is not 
generally known that we had at one time during 
our stay complete possession of the Panama Canal. 
We held the two termini and had, therefore, oom- 
plete control. It would have been an easy 
settlement of the canal question to have left us in 
possession. We will have to assume contro! of that 
canal some day, and the time will never come when 


Panama was saved from destruction through the 
coolness of ‘alla, the commander of our land 
forces, alone, Without his prompt action Panama 
would have shared the fate of Colon, The Amer- 
ican Consul at Panama came to McCalla one day 
and said that the insurgents were building barri- 
cades around the office of the American Cable 
Company. McCalla said: Tou report that to me 
officially?” “Ido, was the reply. Then,“ said 
McCalia, I shall take posgesasion of the town.“ The 
Consul thought that this was a very extreme 
measure and begin to stammer some 
mild form of protest, It will, not 
involve you in any difficulty” said McCalla. ‘‘You 
have simply reperte! % me the facts and from 
this point I assume all responsibility.” He then 
took a diagram of the town and divided off bis 
force in such a manner as to control all of the prin- 
cipal streets. He marched so promptly upon Pana- 
ma that before the insurgents knew what was being 
done he had control of the town, During his occu- 
acy of the town he met Auzpuru with his cabinet. 
He arrested them and kept them until Aizpuru 
signed an agreement to help maintain order in 
Panama. “fe it had not o for this arrest, 
the naval officers believe that there 
certainly would have been a contest 
between the insurgents, who were 800 in number 
and the United States forces. This occupancy of 
Panama and the arrest of Aizpuru were extra- 
official, and probably done without any authority. 
The result was eo good that the action was full 
justitied, No subsequent embarrassment followed. 


McCalla is a man in the neighborhood of 40 years 
of age. Heis tail, with the lithe, elastic figure of a 
young man. He is a brown plonde, He is slightly 
bald, his forehead is broad, his eyes are blue and 
pear-sighted. Over them he wears the huge specta-

THE MUDD MYSTERY. 


Further Progress of the Sensational 
Insurance Case To-Day. 


The Scene at Calvary Cemetery While 
Exhuming the Remains, as Related 

by Witnesses—An Important Admis 

sion Testimony of Several Ladies.
